London, June 20.—The Hong Kong cor- 


respondent of The Times says: "Tin 
rebels hold Manila at their mercy, but 
Admiral Dev-ey is anxious that the 
American troops should have the honor 
of receiving the Spanish capitulation. 
The steamer Yuen-Sing reports passing 
the United States troopship City of 
Peking on the morning of the 18th near 
Manila." 


The success of th« rebel forces Is won- 


derful. General Aguinaldo has more 
than surpassed the expectations of those 
who favored his return to the Philip- 
pines. He has captured 3000 Spanish 
troops, including 900 regulars. Among 
the latter ara 11 officers of and above the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, including two 
brlg-adler generals, and he has taken 79 
officers below the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. In addition his forces have cap- 
tured five prominent priests, heads of 
Important parishes in provinces recently 
overrun by the insurgents. Thesa men 
the insurgents hate even more than they 
hate the Spaniards; and the rebels 
chuckle with Joy when they point them 
out in their prisons. General Aguinaldo 
has captured a deal of money, which he 
has sent aboard the American warships 
for safety. The much-vaunted Philip- 
pine militia, which it was a serious mis- 
take on the part of the Spaniards to arm, 
are now all fighting in the rebel ranks. 


Drsp'ges All Threats. 


Madrid, June 20—The statement that 


President MrKinley has sent, to Admiral 
Cervera and General Pando messages 
saying he would hold them personally 
responsible for the lives of Lieutenant 
Hobson and his men has produced a dis- 
agreeable impression in military cir- 
cles, as showing- that the president dis- 
trusts the military honor of the Span- 
iards, who, on their part, despise all 
threats. 
Such messages, it is declared, 


render the future exchange of thfe pris- 
oners most unlikely. 


Private telegrams from Cuba say that 


during the last attack by the American 
shipT upon Santiago a Spanish shell 
struck upon the deck of one of the at- 
tacking: ships, sweeping oft' all the men 
there. 
Another shell, according to the 


same report, struck the funnel of a 
cruiser, doing much damage.

Sunday the ex- 
treme Spanish cavalry outposts on a 
cleared patch on the mountain side, in

pack animals. The condition of non- 
combatants is beyond description. Al- 
ready 4000 women and children are ex- 
isting on roots and the fruits of the 
mountains, but those in the town are 
starving. The dead carts are inadequate 
to carry, the victims away. 


Cuban scouts reported Friday that a 


number of Spanish soldiers were massed 
at a point of land lying: between the fleet 
and the town. The Marblehead and the 
Suwanee steamed in and took a position 
within easy range of them, and the St. 
Paul and the Dolphin opened from their 


• anchorages. Ftrmg bagan at 3 o'clock, 
and continued for an hour, during which 
the strip of raised land was mowed al- 
most level with the sea. This was the 
beginning of the day's work. It was 
caiTied on by the Oregon, which came 
In from the blockading fleet.. When she 
had finished coaling she went close ln- 
ehore and sent four'13-lnch and six 8- 
inch shells in search of the Spanish gun- 
boat which is hiding up the bay. On« 
13-inch shell struck a building ln'th» 
town, and threw debris 100 feet in the ajr. 
It was a cascade of stone and mortar. 
Soon afterward Cuban scouts reported 
that hundreds of Spanish troops in Guan- 
'tanamo, aroused to x-engeance by reason 
of this shot, were massing for an attack 
on Fort McCalla. A company of 50 blue- 
Jackets and one field piece was immedi- 
ately sent from the colliers and th« 
Panther to reinforce the marines. The 
expected attack did not take place. 


An Incident of the Santiago attack 


went was the act of a Spanish officer, 
who bravely ran along the parapet under 
a heavy fire, encouraging his men to 
etand by their guns. Shot and shell 
rained about him, and after one terrific 
explosion he was seen no more and tha 
parapet had disappeared. He could not 
have escaped death. 


From the f oretop of the Brooklyn, 2900 


yards distant, the men In the grounds 
«ould be noticed, but a minute later dust 
and flying debris would take their places, 
and when the smoke cleared away only 
a spot of red earth could be seen—guns 
and gunners had been swept away. It 
was the mn<!t deadly and destructive 
bombardment of the war thus far. 
Scarcely a shot from the big guns of the 
squadron went astray. The aim of the 
gunners was superb, and not only were 
the coast forts annihilated, but the bat- 
teries on Cayo Smith, up the harbor, 
were destroyed 
Had all the ships used 


smokeless powder, as did the New Or- 
leans, there would remain no signs of 
guns or fortifications to indicate that 
there ha'd ever been any defenses there. 


There were no casualties in the fleet, 


although the ships held a fixed position, 
as if inviting the Spaniards to fire upon 
them. The half-stripped ships' gunners 
Uever worked with more enthusiasm. The 
words of Rear Admiral Sampson were: 
"First Bilence the batteries on the shore, 
• nd then continue firing until the forti- 
fications are reduced." This order was 
strictly obeyed. It was the first time 
that such Instructions had been given, 
and the men responded with a will. In 
S8 minutes the order was given to cease 
firing, and the message went to each 
ehip from the admiral: "Well done." 
The officers and men then turned in for ! 
brfnkfast. 


Every detail of the engagement had 


been executed to the letter, the opening 
of flre by the New York to the last shot 
from the Iowa. The Spaniards were 
evidently surprised while strengthening 
their fortifications. The first shot of the 
New York landed full and fair on the

ANXIOUS FOR THE END, 


Peace Favored by a Strong Element 


(he Spanish, 


Compromise of National Dig- 


nity Not Desired, 


The Outcome of the Crisis Very Likely to Be 


Carlism. 


Madrid, Juno 20.—In the course of a 


conversation yesterday a politican said 
he did not believe that Germany would 
do anything In the Philippines on behalf 
of Spain; nor had he any faith In help 
from the European powers. "If Admiral 
Camara Is successful In the Philippines," 
he said, "it \vlll be of assistance Vo Spain 
in adjusting peace, but no power or com- 
bination of powers is likely to oppose 
America's policy. 
Should the liberals 


retire, the next go\ ernment \\ ill take the 
'earliest opportunity to negotiate for 
peace." 


The leaders of both political parties 


and all people of the higher ranks in 
Spain who are not Identified with poli- 
tics are ajijLious to put an end to the war 
at the earliest possible moment on any 
terms not compromising the national 
sell-respect. 
It is proposed to accom- 


plish this by forming a BO-called na- 
tional cabinet, composed of a fusion of 
the different parties. 
Silvela is the 


chief figure In this movement and has 
the support of several of the members of 
the Bagasta cabinet, and also of Moret, 
Campos and Oamaso. 
Su<5h a plan, at 


first glance, seems easily feasible, and 
one wonders why It Is not promptly 
acted upon. The reason Is that it would 
almost certainly precipitate a revolu- 
tionary movement, which would only 
too probably succeed. 
In fact, the 


danger Is so great that the Conservative 
and Liberal leaders combined are unable 
as yet to muster up courage to face it. 
Its success depends mainly upon wheth- 
er the army can be relied upon to obey 
orders, for it is fully recognized that a 
certain amount of force would be ab- 
solutely necessary for the execution of 
such a policy. 


The nation would Instantly divide into 


war and peace parties. 
"VVeyler, Rob- 


ledo, the Carllst, and the anarchist and 
socialist elements, in masses, would at 
first be Included In the heterogeneous 
war party. 
The army would be the 


balance of power, .but the army, in such 
an emergency, could not be relied upon 
by the other side. There would be very 
soon after the crash came a different 
marshalling of forces. 
It would be 


anarchy, socialism, and revolutionary 
republicanism arrayed against revolu- 
tionary Qarlism. 
Then the Carltsts 


would probably receive the support of 
nearly all the conservative and semi- 
conservative religious elements in Spain, 
and, of course, the present dynasty 
would be swept away. 


Throughout southern Spain, Includ- 


ing Linares, Granada and Seville, the 
poverty and misery existing1 are scaroe-ly 
less extreme than in Cuba, 
t,inares 


Is a big- mining center and is ripe for 
a revolt on ajiarchic lines. 
Opinion In 


Madrid is divided as to whether revolt 
will first break out in Linares or Bar- 
celona. 
If revolution takes an anarchic 


form at the outset, which -would prob- 
ably be the case if the national peace 
cabinet plan is not attempted, there is 
no doubt that the Carlists would seize 
the opportunity to offer themselves as 
the »ole bulwark against Infidelity and 
general disintegration of all social order. 
The question already arises wh«ther 
the Carllsts will not soon seek to create 
this opportunity if It does not of ise spon- 
taneously. 
The opinion is held by many 


Spaniards who have no sympathy with 
the Carlists that events are 
rapidly 


shaping themselves so that the outcome 
of the inevitable crisis will be-Carlism. 


It is not true that there 18 any,open 


talk of peace, either in the press or 
among- the people of Madrid. 
Every 


effort is made to create the impression 
that the United States bitterly repents 
having: rashly undertaken the war. 
All 


the authorities and public men in the 
country know as well as the rest Of the 
world that Spain is conducting a hope- 
less and farcical war. l"hey are anxious 
to sue for peace, but the price of peace 
at this moment would be a bloody civil 
strife, which, at the best, would bring 
to the throne an upstart pretender and a 
hungry horde of adventurers eager to 
plunder tXe already impoverished state. 
It la no mystery, therefore, why Spain 
etlll ke*ps fighting or pretending to 
fight. 


Does Not Mean Surrender. 


London, June 20.—Tha Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Standard says: "Lieu- 
tenant General Correa, minister of war, 
thinks Capt&in General Auguati would 
only hava resigned if h» had intended to 
organize resistance elsewhere, perhape 
at Hollo. The government 
wishes It 


clearly understood that the fall of Manila 
does not in the least signify the sur- 
render of Spanish rule in the rest of the 
Islands, or in other archipelagoes, where 
ehortly vigorous measures will be taken 
to vindicate the rights of Spain against 
American Invasion, with the aselBtnnp* 
of natlva contingents who are still loyal." 


Tlia Uoory Order fax. 


Washington, June 20.—Th« postoffice 


Department is interested in th« method 
of collecting the tax on money orders. 
The war revenue act provides that 
money ordfcre shall be taxed 2 cents, 
and the rjoBloffle* department desires to 
collect tlje tax itself. 
It is believed that 


by charging an additional 2 cents for 
each money order and turning this 2 
cents Into th« treasury the tax can be 
collected without additional expense 
and with no Inconvenience. 
If, how- 


ever, the treasury department insists 
that *kch money order be stamped with 
a revenue stamp, It will entail a con- 
siderable cost in collecting the tax both 
on th* treasury department and the 
postoflloe 
department.

venienced and every m»ney order clerk 
will be put to unnecessary trouble. In

The Grounds Where the British Soldier 


Is Drilled In Mtmeuvera. 
f 


Aldorshot, is a tract of land four or five 


miles square situated about 35 miles south- 
west from London. The soil is a yellowish 
olayey gravel, admitting of no cultivation. 
The country is slightly rolling. Several 
railroads and a canal traverse tbe tract. 
A range of hills, offering a good defensive 
position, passes through it. 
Tho position 


of Aider/shot strategically is a good one 
for assembling troops, since from it troops 
can be conveniently sent to any threatened 
point on the southern coast. 


On this tract the English have built an 


army post containing barracks and quar- 
ters for several regiments of regular 
troop.;, with storehouses and magazines 
for supplies. 
During the aotivo season in 


spring und summer the garrison is in- 
croa=od by other regiments of regulnrs, 
anil by a largo body of volunteers, so'tliafc 
there are usually from 10,000 to 15,000 
men In the camp, most of them in tents. 
Those volunteer regiments are from time 
to timo relieved to be replaced by others. 
The entire foroe present is under the com- 
mand of BII ofiirer of high rank (usually a 
lieutenant item-mi) of tho regular army. 
Tbo troops HIT kept hard at work. Besides 
the usual drill*, parados, reviews and so 
on there nro almost dnOy maneuvers on a 
large scale of infantry, cavalry or artillery 
or all three arms combined, illustrating 
marches in advance or in retreat in the 
presence of an imaginary or a represented 
enemy, dispositions for attack, combats, 
etc. 
The conclusion of ench maneuver Is 


followed by a criticism made by the gen- 
•rnl commanding, In which he endeavors 
to point out the merits or the defects In 
tho manner In which the maneuver was 
conducted.—Captain James Parker, TJ. B. 
A., In Harper's Magazine.

The Chimpanzee Eats AnUtt«l Food. 
Ft 57 people are awaro that the large 


chimparizeo BO popular and well known as 
Sally in the ecological gardens was not in- 
frequently supplied With animal food, 
which she evidently consumed with great 
satisfaction. It has been observed also 
that the gorillas and chimpanzees in tho 
zoological gardens at Berlin bare a mark- 
ed preference for animal food, of which 
they enjoy a small proportion. As above 
noticed, their organization indicates that 
while they are certainly "mixed feeders" 
—that is, obtain their food from both the 
animal and vegetable kingdoms—they 
have been accustomed to consume a larger 
proportion of vegetable matter than is 
usually adopted by man.

NEW YOKE, June 20.—[Special.]—E. J. 


Edwards, whose letters from this city to 
the Philadelphia Press, signed Holland, 
have been a daily feature of that paper for 
several years and upon whom tho author- 
ities of Seton Hall college have just con- 
ferred the degree of LI/. D., was admitted 
to the bar when a young man soon after 
his graduation from Yale. It is because 
of his achievements as a newspaper corre- 
spondent, however, that this honor has 
beon given to him. 


That he might have won both .fame and 


fortune had ho pursued the law is not 
doubted in the least by those who know 
him best. But he needed to work in legal 
harnebS for a short time only to under- 
stand that journalism, of which ho had 
some experience before passing his law ex- 
aminations, would bo a far more con- 
genial life calling, and he embraced the 
first opportunity to exchange his rapidly 
growing practice for the to him pleasanter 
occupation of gathering the news. If I 
am not mistaken, he began on the New 
Haven Palladium, and from that paper 
went to the Hartford Courant, graduating 
thence to New York, whore ho became a 
reporter on The World when Manton Mar- 
ble held chief place in the office and mado 
Tho World ' 'the most scholarly paper in 
America." 


While on The World Edwards wrote an 


account of the removal of the New York 
postoffice from "tho old Dutch church" to 
its present quarters that was so vivid and 
picturesque as to attract the special atten- 
tion of Charles A. Dana, then by long 
odds the most commanding figure in the 
New York newspaper field. As a result 
Mr. Edwards was called to The Sun, and 
from that time until 1889, or possibly 
1890, he served that paper continuously, 
first as a city reporter, then as star special 
man, then as political correspondent, and 
when Amos Oummings relinquished Tho 
Evening Sun, as managing editor of that 
paper. 


Some Things He Has Done. 


One of the most important pieces of 


work ever intrusted to Mr. Edwards was 
an investigation into the methods of the 
Standard Oil company during the period 
of its early and most rapid growth. Ho 
devoted sis weeks to this task, traveled 
over the entire oil country, visited prac- 
tically every refinery and every locality 
where a hole had been bored in search of 
petroleum and subjected hundreds of in- 
lividuals, including John D. Rockefeller 
himself, to the most searching inquisi- 
tions. The result was a lucid nvo page 
narrative in Tho Sun that threw more 
light upon the nature and workings of 
the first of our vast trusts than all the 
other newspaper men in the country com- 
bined bad mdnaged to shed thereon. 


Soon after that, in 1880, he was sent to 


Albany, and it was his industry and in- 
tuition that discovered and spread before 
the world the earliest news of Judge Rob- 
ertson's plan for uniting the so called 
"half breeds" of New York state with the 
minority of the Pennsylvania delegation 
and bolting the "unit rule" at the na- 
tional convention, which resulted in de- 
feating the nomination of General Grant 
for the presidency. There are some among 
iny readers no doubt who will undcrrat 
the significance of this achievement, bu 
they are not among the older ones, espe 
cially those who were interested in the poll 
tics of the eighties. 


From Albany Edwards went to Wash 


Ington, and there he plunged into tb 
thick of the fight against the swindles 
which were then being perpetrated upon 
the postal department and have gone down 
into history as the "star route frauds. 
The Hon. Thomas L. James, then post 
master general, has said more than once 
that the services rendered at that time by 
Mr. Edwards were of inestimable value. 


His Work aa a Correspondent. 


But the work by which he is best 


known has most of it been done since he 
began his Holland letters. Several of the 
stronger newspapers of the country main 
tain correspondents here. In the main 
they gather and summarize the news of 
tho day, and lome of them do this excel- 
lently well. But through €he liberal pol- 
icy inaugurated by the Hon. Charles Em- 
ory Smith, the euitor of the Philadelphia 
Press, who engaged Mr. Edwards, this 
sort of work is attended to for that paper 
by some one else, leaving Edwards to 


f treat of current affairs by broader meth- 


ods than those of a chronicler of facts. 
It 


is his province to give opinions as well as 
facts on tho assumption that while facts 
are the basis of all news opinions are not 
only also news, but often the most valu- 
able of all news. Sometimes tho opinions 
set forth in the Holland letters are those of 
their writer, but oitener those of the men 
who are the real powers in New York, of 
men engaged in the greater affairs of life, 
scholars, scientists, financiers, princes of 
commerce and kings of industries. 


News beats, too, of the most important 


sort are frequently to be found in the Hoi 
land letters, and occasionally, though 
rarely, he makes a shotj trip away from 
New York to follow up a promising lead. 
He did this when it became apparent to 
him in 1893 that the operations of the Sug- 
ar trust at Washington wero likely to de- 
velop news of exceptional importance, 
spending some days at the national capital 
just before publishing the now famous 
letter detailing tho results of his investi- 
gations. Newspaper men generally and 
thousands of readers besides remember 
well the strenuous efforts made a little 
later to pnnish the correspondent for re- 
fusing to "give away" the sources of his 
information and the plucky and successful 
fight he put up in his own behalf. 


Dr. Edward* ai Re Jg. 


Personally he is of modest and nnas- 


ennung demeanor, and he blushed like a 
student who has just won a prize tho first 
time he was addressed as Dr. Edwards.

Policemen, 


Saved Their Lives by Firing 


In Selfdefense. 


Revolver Drawn byt Member of a Party ol Sti- 


letto Wielders. 


,Hyde Park, Mass., June 20.—Not since 


the finding of the body o£ nasigalupo, 
the crazy Italian murderer ol' Bernard 
Ambrosoli, a Boston hotelk^eper, here 
two years ago, has this town been 
thrown into such a state of excitement 
as was occasioned Sunday nig-ht when it 
became knov/n that a c!ti:-r:-. had been 
attacked and bacily stabbca by Italians 
in the very heart of the residential dis- 
trict, and that one of his assailants had 
been killed by an officer in self-defense. 


Two of the Italians wers taken into 


custody by officers sometime after the 
stabbing, while five others < scaped, only 
to be overtaken at the Mattapan line, 
where one of their number, recognising 
the uniforms of the officers, attempted 
to draw a revolver, but was shot dead in 
his tracks, no less than four bullets be- 
ing afterwards found in his body. The 
other four got away. 


Ths victim of tha stabbing affair, 


Stephen Farrell, a blacksmith, 37 years 
old, lies at the Emergency hospital in 
Boston with four deep wounds In his 
neck and chest, inflicted, the police be- 
lieve, with stilettos. 
Farrell has every 


chance for recovery, should blood poison 
be avoided. 
The dead Italian went 


by the name of Giovanni Piccolo. 


From the wounded man's statement 


it would seem that the affair was caused 
by a party of seven Italian;, jostling him 
off the curbing. He picked out the ons 
who had seemed the most aggressive 
and struck him with his fist. Instantly 
the men gathered about him, all produc- 
ing weapons, and the next thing- he 
knew he was bleeding freely and the 
Italians were making off after separat- 
ing into parties as they ran. 
Farrell 


had seen all of his assailants before, and 
knew them to. be resident-: of the town, 
consequently when Chief of Police Mc- 
Kay was notified of the case, ha was able 
to get a good description of the f ellov.-s. • 


Officers Bronrn, Cullen and Grant v.-ere 


sent at once over the road to Mattapaa. 
They had not gone far when they saw 
five Italians, and before they could hide 
one of tho Italians, who proved to be 
Piccolo, recognized the uniforms of tha 
officers and attempted to pull a fle- 
volver.

his pocket when the revolvers of the po- 
lice spoke, and the man fell dead.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—From an un- 


usual standpoint Dr. Talmngo In this dis- 
course discusses amusements ami applies 
testa by which they may bo known as good 
or bad. Tho tost is Judges xvi, 25: "Ana 
it cumo to puss when their hearts were 
raorry thnt they said, Call for Samson, 
that he may inako us sport. And they 
called for Sam-wi out of tho prison house, 
and he made them sport." 


There were, o,OUO people assembled in 


thi> Temple of Dagon. 
Thoy had como to 


make sport of cycles1? Samson. They were 
ail ready for tho entertainment. They be- 
gan to elap and pound, impatient for the 
amusement to begin, anil they cried: 
' Fetch him out! Fetch him out!" Yon 
dor I see tho blind old giant coming, led 
by tho hand of a child into tho very midst 
o£ tho temple. At his first appearance 
tlinro goes up a shout of laughter and do- 
ri^ion. The bliml old giant protends ho is 
tired and wants to rest himself against the 
pillars of the house, so ho says to the lad 
who lends him, "Bring mo where tho main 
pillars ere." Tho lad does so. Then the 
strong man puts his hands on ono of the 
pillars and, with the mightiest push that 
mortal ever made, throws himself forward 
until the whole houso comes down in 
thunderous crash, grinding the audience 
like grapas In a wine press. 
"And so it 


came to pass, vrhen thoir hearts were mer- 
ry, that they said, Call for Samson, that 
ha may make us sport. And they called 
for Samson out of the prison house, and 
ho made them sport." In other words, 
there aro amusements that are destructive 
and bring down disaster and death upon 
the heads of those who practice them. 
While they laugh and cheer they dio. Tho 
3,000 who perished that day in Gaza are 
nothing compared vcith the tons of thou- 
sands who have been destroyed, body, 
mind and soul by bad amusements and 
by good amusements carried to excess. 


In my sermons you must have noticed 


that I have no sympathy with ecclesiastical 
straltjackets or with that wholesale de- 
nunciation of amusements to which many 
are pledged. I believe the church of God 
has mado a tremendous mistake in trying 
to suppress the sportfulness of youth and 
drive out from men their love of amuse- 
ment. If God ever implanted anything in 
us, he implanted this desire. But instead 
of providing for this demand of our nature 
the church of God has for the main part 
ignored it. As in a riot tho mayor plants 
a battery at t;>e end of the street and has 
it fired off, so that everything is cut down 
that happens to stand in tho range, tho 
good as well as tho bad, so there are mon 
in the church who plant their batteries of 
condemnation and fire away indiscrimi- 
nately. Everything is condemned. They 
talk as if they would like to have our yout! 
dress in blue uniform, like the children o 
an orphan asylum, and march down tl- 
path of life to tho tune of the dead marc h 
in'' Saul." They hate a blue sash, or a rose- 
bud in the hair, or a tassoled gaiter, and 
think a man almost read}' for the lunatic 
asylum who utters a conundrum. 


A Glorious Work. 


Young Men's Christian associations ot 


the country are doing a glorious work. 
They have fine reading rootns, and all the 
influences aro of tho best kind, and are 
now adding gymnasiums and bowling 
alleys, where without any evil surround- 
ings our young men may get physical as 
well as spiritual improvement. 
We are 


dwindling away to a narrow chested, 
weak armed, feebled voiced raco when 
God calls us to a work in which he wants 
physical as well as spiritual athletes. I 
would to God that tho time might soon 
come when in all our colleyL'S and theo- 
logical seminaries, as at Princeton, a gym- 
nasium shall be established. We spend 
seven years of hard study in preparation 
for the ministry and como out with bron- 
chitis and dyspepsia and liver complaint, 
and then crawl up into the pulpit and the 
people say, "Doesn't he look heavenly!" 
because he looks sickly. Let the church of 
God direct rather than attempt to sup- 
press tho desire for amusement. The best 
men that tho world ever knew havo had 
their sports. William Wiltaerforce trundled 
hoop with his children; Martin Luther 
helped dress the Christmas tree; Ministers 
have pitcliwl nnoits; philanthropists have 
gone a-skating; prime ministers have 
played hall. 


Our communities are filled with men 


and women who have in their souls un- 
measured resources for sportfulness and 
frolic. 
Show me a man who never lights 


up with sportfulness and has no sympathy 
with the recreations of others, and I will 
show you a man who is a stumbling block 
to the kingdom of God. Such men are 
caricatures of religion. They lead young 
people to think that a man is good in pro- 
portion as he groans and frowns and looks 
sallow, and that the height of a man's 
Christian stature is in proportion to the 
length of his face. I would trade off 500 
such men for one bright faced, radiant 
Christian on whose face are the words, 
"Rejoibo evermore!" Every morning by 
his cheerful face he preaches 50 sermons. 
I will go further and say that I havo no 
confidence in a man who makes a religion 
of his gloomy looks. That kind of a man 
always turns out badly. I would not 
want him for tho treasurer of an orphan 
asylum. Tho orphans would suffer. 


Suspicions Fietj. 


Among 40 people whom I received into 


tho church at ono communion, there was 
only one applicant of whoso piety I was 
suspicious. He had the longest story to 
tell, had seen the most visions and gave 
an experience so wondfrful that all the 
other applicants were dihcouraged. I wa« 
not surprised the year after to learn that 
he had tun off with the fund1* of the bank 
with which ho was connected. Who is this 
black 4ngel that you call religion—wings 
black, feet black, feathers black? Our re- 
ligion is a bright angel—feet bright, eyes 
bright, wings bright, taking her place in 
the soul. She pulls a rope that reaches to 
the skies and seta all the bells of heaven 
a-chiming. There are some persons who, 
vrhen talking to a minister, always feol it 
politic to look lugubrious. Go forth, O 
people, to your lawful amusement. God 
means you to be happy. 
But when there 


are so many sources of Innocent pleasure 
why tamper with anythingthnt in dantror- 
QUS and polluting? Why stop our ears to 
a heaven full of songsters to listen, to the 
hisi of a dragon? Why turn back from the 
mountain sido all a-bloom with wild flow- 
era and a-dash with the nimble torrents, 
and with blistered feet attempt to climb 
tha hot sides of Cotopaxi?

There aro entertainments 
that give a man disgust with the drudgery 
of life, with tools because they are not 
swords, with working aprons because they 
are not robes, with cattle because they are 
not infuriated bulls of the arena. It any 
amusement sends you home longing for a 
life of romance and thrilling adventure, 
'love that takes poison and shoots itself, 
moonlight adventures and hairbreadth 
escapes, you may depend upon it that you 
are tho sacrificed victim of unsanctifled 
pleasure. Our recreations are intended to 
build us up, and if they pull us down as 
to our moral or as to our physical strength 
you may come io the conclusion that they 
are obnoxious. 


Danger of Unrestrained Amusement. 
Still further, those amusements are 


wrong which lead into expenditure be- 
yond your means. Money spent in recrea- 
tion is not thrown away. It is all folly 
for us to como from a place ol amusement 
feeling that we have wasted our money 
. and time. You may by it have mado an 
investment worth more than the transac- 
tion that yielded you $100 or $1,000. 
But 


how many properties have been riddled by 
costly amusements? The table has been 
robbed to pay the rlub 
The champagne 


has cheated tho children's wardrobe. Tho 
carousing party has burned up the boy's 
primer. 
The tablecloth of the corner sa- 


loon is in debt to the wife's faded dross. 
Excursions that in a day make a tour 
around a whole month's wages, ladles 
whose lifetime business It is to "go shop- 
ping." have their counterpart in unedu- 
cated children, bankruptcies that shock 
the money n-arhct and appall the church 
and that send drunkenness staggering 
across the richly figured carpet of tho 
mansion and dashing into the mirror, and 
drowning out the carol of music with the 
whooping of bloated sons come homo to 
break their old mother's heart. When men 
go into amusements that they cannot 
afford, they llrst. borrow what they cannot 
earn, and then they steal what they can- 
not borrow. First they go into embarrass- 
ment and then into theft, and when a 
man gets as far on as that he does not stop 
short of the penitentiary. There is not a 
prison in the land where there are not vic- 
tims of unsanctifled amusements. How 
often I have had parents come to me and 
ask mo to go and bog their boy off from 
the consequence of crimes that ho had com- 
mitted against, his employer— the taking 
of funds out of the employer's till, or the 
disarrangement of the accounts! Why, he 
had sSlary enough to pay all lawful ex- 
penditure, but not enough salary to meet 
his sinful amusements. 
And again and 


again I have gone and implored for the 
young man — sometimes, alas! the petition 
unavailing. 


How brightly the path of unrestrained 


amusement opens! The young man says: 
"Now I am off for a good time. 
Never 


mind economy. I'll gut money somehow. 
What a fine road ! What a beautiful day 
for a ride ! Crack the whip and over the 
turnpike! 
Come, boys, nil high your 


glasses ! Drink ! Long life, health, plenty 
of rides just like this!" Hardworking 
men hear tho clatter of the hoofs and look 
up and say: "Why, I wonder where thoto 
fellows get thoir money from 1 We have 
io toil and ^ -ndge. They do nothing. ' ' 
to those gay men life is a thrill and ail 
excitement. They staro at other people 
and in turn aro stared at. Tho watch chain 
jingles. The cup foams. Tho cheeks flush. 
The eyes flash. The midnight fyears their 
guffaw. They swagger. They jostle decent 
man off the sidewalk. They take tho name 
of God in vain. Thoy parody the hymn 
they learned at their mother's knee, and 
to all pictures of coming disaster thoy cry 
out, "Who cares?" and to tho counsel ot 
some Christian friend, "Who are you?" 
Passing along the street some night you 
hoar a shriek in a grogshop, the rattle of 
tho watchman's club, tho rush of tho po 
lice.

of propelling a great Etrurla across tho 
Atlantic, yet fastened in a rickety North 
river propeller. 
Physical development 


which merely shows itself in a fabulous 
lilting or in perilous rope walking or in 
pugilistic encounter excites only our con- 
tempt, but wo confess to great admiration 
for tho man who has a great soul in an 
athletic body, every nerve, muscle and 
bone of which is consecrated to right uses. 
Oh, it seems to me outrageous that men 
through neglect should allow th&ir phys- 
ical health to go down beyond repair, 
spending the rest of their life not in some 
great enterprise for God and tho world, 
but in studying what Is the best thing to 
tako for dyspepsiau A ship which ought 
with all sails set and every man at his post 
to be carrying a rich cargo for eternity, 
employing all its men in stopping up leak- 
ages! When you may through some of the 
popular and healthful recreations of our 
time work off your spleen and your quoru- 
lousuess and one-half of your physical and 
mental ailments, do not turn your back 
from such a grand medicament.

Bought in this manner, tho whisky bar- 


re} is inspected and put in order, if it re- 
quires any repair, and sold, it may be, to 
a wholesale dealer in liquors, to be used 
for blended liquors, but it is much moro 
likely not again to be used as u liquor pack- 
age, but to be sold for a vinegar or a eider 
barrel. 
In this use it is not likely again, 


to got as far away from Xew York as tha 
point whence it originally came, and. when 
it gets back here and has been again emp- 
tied it is sold again to tho dealer. In tha 
course of its use and-travels it may come 
to need repairs, a new stave or two or new 
hoops. It is put in order and sold again. 


AVhen it has ceased to bo useful as n 


vinegar or a cider barrel, gradually wear- 
ing out and becoming cheaper, it is sold 
as a pickle barrel, or for sauerkraut, and, 
finally It is likely to become a tar barrel, 
and after that it is broken up and de- 
stroyed. 


Not counting the time that it may spencj 


in storage before its first shipment, tha 
whisky barrel is likely to last through tha 
various stages of its existence, from tha 
time it starts out until the end, two oe 
three years, though much depends upon 
the care taken of it. Cjrefully handled, it 
may last ten years or more. The whisky 
barrel holds 45 gallons. 


There's a cheaper whisky barrel, also 


made of oak, but of lighter materials, that 
costs from $1.50 to $2, which is used large-* 
ly by eastern distillers.—Xew York Sun.

In choosing a playing site a magnate 
must be sure that it is accessible, and 
as the 12 League clubs are situated in 
the leading cities of the country it is an 
extremely difficult matter to secure a 
place that is suitable in every way. 
The average rental paid by the owners 
of the 12 big clubs for grounds is said 
to be about $10,000 a year. Even sup- 
posing that the stands for the accom- 
modation of the patrons are already in 
position they have to be kept in order 
and repair and Insured. Then the grass 
and base lines must be kept In good 
condition. For improvements the av- 
erage yearly cost 
is 
$5,000, 
while

$2,500 to the bill. 


Now for the team itself. Eighteen is 


the average number of players on the 
pay roll of a National league team. 
Some players are of course paid higher 
salaries than others, but a fair average 
is $2,200 a year. To this must be added 
the cost of a manager, which is a posi- 
tion of responsibility, requiring experi- 
ence and keen judgment, and has to be 
paid for accordingly. 
A fair estimate 


of a manager's salary is $4,000. Adding 
these amounts together, it will be seen 
that nearly $44,000 is paid out yearly in 
salaries alone.

In 1852 Shubael "W. Brayton engaged 


in the manufacturing business at the 
Beaver in company with Rodman and 
Henry N. Wells under the firm name 
of \Vells, Brayton & Co. They built 
a mill and manufactured satinets for 
about 10 years, at the end of which 
time the Messrs. Wells retired and the 
late Sylvander Johnson took an inter- 
est in the business as a silent partner 
the name of the new firm being S. W. 
Brayton & Co. In 1868 the rifill was 
ournecl and the flrm dissolved. 
Mr. 


Brayton rebuilt the mill and stocked it 
with shoe machinery, and after manu- 
facturing shoes for a short time he 
sold the plant to Gallup & Houghton, 
who converted the mill into a cotton 
factory. 
This ended Jlr. Brayton's 


experience as a manufacturer. He had 
been successful with the exception of 
the shoe 
manufacturing 
enterprise, 


which was not a paying investment. 
Shortly after the death 
of 
Sanford 


Blackinton in 1885 he was made presi- 
dent of the Adams 
National 
bank, 


which office he held to the time of his 
death. He had been for some years 'a 
director of the 
Berkshire 
L,ife 
and 


Berkshire Fire Insurance companies of 
Pittsfield. 


Mr. Urayton was a man of strong in- 


dividuality. 
He was frank and out- 


spoken, sometimes 
to the 
point of 


bluntness.and his position on any ques- 
tion was never in doubt. 
But under 


an exterior that was at times brusque 
was a warm and true heart, as all who 
knew him well were aware. He was 
scrupulously honest and had a 
keen 


abhorrence 
of dishonesty or 
under- 


handedncss of any sort. 
As nn em- 


ployer he was exceptionally kind and 
considerate and in 
many 
instances 


workmen who had been remiss in thfir 
duties received favors at his 
hands 


which they had no right to expect He 
was held in the highest 
regard 
by 


those who had been employed by him, 
for they knew him to be a man of the 
highest principles and one who -.vanterl 
every man, in high station or low, to 
have all of his rights and dues. 


Public spirit led Mr. Brayton to take 


a livuly interest in everything- pertain- 
ing to the welfare of his native tov.-rj, 
whose prosperity and growth he aided 
and witnessed with all the pride and 
satisfaction of a loyal sou. He wis a 
firm friend and supporter of the hospi- 
tal and no cause which lie believe'! to 
be deserving- ever sough: his «:icour- 
c ferment rnd aid !ri vain. 


He had been a staunch Republican 


from the foundation of that 
party, 


whoso principles he deemed worthy of 
his most earnest support. 
His likes 


and dislikes were strong and his es- 
timates of men were not based on out- 
v, urd appearances or station 
in 
li 


For upright character under the hum- 
blost exterior ho had sincere regard, 
\\hile no guiso could shield fraud 
and 


hypocrisy from his most profound con- 
tempt. Honest, plain, and unassuming, 
standing ;it all times for what he be- 
lieved to be right, fair and upright in 
his dealings, he lived respected by all 
who know the genuineness of his char- 
acter and his death is mourned by a 
community of which he had been for 
many years an important factor.
